First of these amendments 
pertains to the revision of the 
constitution and. provides for 
any provisions adopted by a 
convention to he carried to the 
voters of the state at the next 
general election. 

Next amendment pertains to 
appointive Superintendents of 
Public Instruction and pro- 
vides that such superintendents 
shall serve at the pleasure of 
the school board 

The third amendment per 
tains to qualifications for vot- 
ing in the Presidential election. 
This amendment provides for 
the Legislature 10 make it pos- 
sible for electors who have 
fulfilled requirements for vot- 
ing in state elections to cast 
ballots in the Presidential elec- 
tion, It further provides that 
naturalized citizens may 
be required to show 
ship papers as a requirement 
for voting. 

The fourth amendment pro- 
Vides that the state flag shall 
conform to a standard com- 
mercial sizes.

It is to work on this com- 
pany's 744 mile contract on the 
Herbert Hoover Dike 
the St. Lucie Canal north, ty- 
ing in with the 10 mile con- 
tract of Arundel Corp. of 
Baltimore which the big 
floating hydraulic dredge 
General" is working. The 
completion of these two jobs 
will finish the encirclement of 
the: lake by the Hoover Dike. 

This machine is of the walk- 
ing type. Instead of moving 
on crawler tracks, two verti 
cal “spuds” operating on an 
eccentric shaft, raise and move 
a pair of “shoes,” like big 
pontoons.

Three Amendments Recommended 


Florida voters next week will 
be called upon to approve or disap- 
prove 13 amendments to the 
constitution. While all of the: 
mittedly are stop-gap me 
pending draft of an entirely new 
constitution, a few are of such im- 
portance and urgency that they 
should be made law without de 

In this category, particularly, 
are three amendments dealing with 
the courts — numbers 6, 7 and 8. 
We urge a vote "FOR" all three 

Amendment No. 6 provide 
that, subject to 'ocal referendum, 
county judges may be required to 
be members of the Florida Bar; in 
other words, to be lawy in good 
standing. At present there are no 
specified qualifications for a coun- 
ty judge, one of the most important 
judicial offices in the state. 

Generally, he has trial jurisdic- 
tion for misdemeanors, and serves 
as committing magistrate in felony 

ses. He is responsible for the

s the judicial commit- 

ting officer for mental institutions, 

He serves as coroner and investi-

In addition, he is r

H Amendment No. 7 would allow 
{ ће state legislature to relieve the 
county judge of the latter respon: 
bility and place the issuance of li- 
fcenses wherever it may be practi- 

ble. It also would remove two re- 
strictions оп county judgeships 
which have created many problems. 

It would permit the legis'ature 

¿to set the number of county judges 

= in any county, and to fix new mone- 

ztafy limits fof county court juri 
diction, which is now at an unreal- 
istic $100. 

Under the 1885 constitution as 
amended previously, each county 

{ can have only one county judge un- 
{ less and until it reaches a popula- 
{ tion of 125,000. This has made it ne- 
sary to create additional courts 
instead of the more efficient and 
; economical practice of adding new 
2 judges, 
Amendment No. 8 proposes а 
court reform that is long overdone. 
th the discipline, removal 
ment of judges by setting 
p à nine-man commission which 
vould hold hearings on complaints 
gainst j es of the Supreme 
¿Court arid courts of appeal, and 
feireuit. judges. Its recommenda- 
Чопа would go to the state Supreme 
¿court for final action. 
» The only remedy now existing 
Й This has been entirely inadequate 


against judges is impeachment. 
and ineffective. Although several 
attempts have been made to im- 
peach judges, there has not yet 
been a conviction by the Florida 
Senate. 1 

The reason is simple. The pen- 
alty in such proceedings is unduly 
harsh. The consitution provides 
that an impeached judge shall be 
removed from office and disquali- 
field to hold any office of honor, 
trust or profit under the state. He 
shall also be liable to indictment, 
trial and punishment according to 
law. 

Under the proposed amend- 
ment, a judge might be disciplined 
by private reprimand or removed 
from office for willful or peristent 
failure to perform his duties or 
habitual intemperance or conduct 
unbecoming a member of the judi- 
ciary. He might be involuntarily 
retired for disability seriously in- 
terfering with the performance of 
duties, which is, or is likely to be- 
come, permanent in nature. 

In short, it would provide the 

achinery sufficient in the few ne- 
ry cases to protect the public 
against abuses and at the same time 
provide adequate safeguards for 
the independence of the judiciary 
in the performance of its judicial 
functions. 

All these propoSed changes in 
the state constitution have been 
approved by the Florida Bar As- 
sociation, the Florida County Jud- 
ges Association, the Citizens Com- 
mittee on Florida's Judicial Sy. 
stem, and by the Florida Judicial 
Council. ү 

Your affirmative vote “FOR” 
these amendments on Nov. 8 can 
go a long way toward correcting 
some ng deficencies in the 
Florida court system, 
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The end of the 89th Con- 
gress will begin a time of ap- 
praisal for the work of the 
legislative branch in the last 
two years, Whether its work 
was constructive or destructive 
will be fiercely debated, especi- 
ally in the days remaining be- 
fore the congressional elections 

Already various groups are 
giving it marks of one sort or 
another. The New Republic, 
a liberal journal published in 
the nation’s capital, says that 
Congress deserves a В plus 
mark for its efforts. A spokes- 
man for The New York Times 
however — another liberal 
voice — gives it an even high- 
er grade, saying that the Con- 
gress has initiated more liberal 
legislation than any since the 
first Roosevelt Congress. The 
weight of evidence seems to be 
on the side of The New York 
Times, namely that the 89th 
Congress has been a truly ra- 
dical Congress. 

For constitutionalists, the re- 
cord of the 89th Congress is 
truly distressing. During the 
Kennedy years, the United 
States moved down the left 
side of the road at a brisk 
pace. But there has been a 
tremendous acceleration in a 
leftward direction during the 
period of the Johnson admin- 
istration. 

Inde the 89th Congress 
should be called the Johnson 
Congress. It has been a rub- 
ber stamp for the legislation 
that Mr. Johnson has sought. 
Only in the case of repeal of 
section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, which permits 
state right to work laws, did 
the Congress rebel against pre- 
sidential dictation. On almost 
everything else, the 89th Con- 
gress went along in an ultra- 
liberal direction. Medicare was 
enacted.

The Civil Rights Act of 
1964 was the most radical leg- 
islation enacted by the Con- 
gress. И has done more to 
weaken the fabric of Ameri- 
can constitutional government 
than any other piece of legis- 
lation in years. What the Act 
does is give federal officials un 
precedented power to pressure 
and to harass public school of- 
ficials, school trustees, and 
hospital administrators. The

derly, efficient arrangements 
for patients has been threaten- 
ed by federal inspectors who 
put political requirements a- 
head of the needs of the sick. 

Nowhere is the impact of 
the Civil Rights Act felt more 
strongly than in public educa- 
tion. In recent months, school 
boards have been reporting the 
ugly pressures exerted against 
them by the office of the U. $. 
Commissioner of Education, 
Harold Howe. They have had 
orders given to them over the 
telephone so that no record 
of the federal ruthlessness 
would be left to prove embar- 
rassing to the Johnson admin- 
istration. 

It is very Clear that the re- 
sult of this enactment by the 
89th Congress is developing a 
federal ministry of education 
such as exists in totalitarian 
Countries. Local control of 
the education of young peo- 
ple soon may be a thing of the 
past unless the composition of 
‘Congress is changed markedly 
after the new year. The next 
step for the federal govern- 
ment, one can be sure, is con- 
trol over the books and cour- 
ses of study prescribed for stu- 
dents, 


The 89th Congress also 


should be remembered for the 
vast sums it provided ta ihe 
wasteful anti-poverty progrom 
The program was enacted with 
ош appropriate controls. The 
result is that ex-convicts and 
other undesirables have been 
employed in the federal anti- 
poverty program. In a num- 
ber of communities, public 
funds have been spent without 
any accounting. The Waf on 
Poverty seems to be exempt 
from rules and regulations that 
apply to other departments. 

The 89th Congress failed 
the nation in refusing to take 
effective action in the air line 
union strike and in the New 
York transit strike, It lacked 
the courage to write effective 
anti-inflation legislation or to 
cut back on the federal spend- 
ing that fires inflation. 

The need, it is clear, is a 
Congress that has a large 
body of members determined 
1o repair the damage done to 
the Constifution and to call 
the bureaucrats to account, as 
well as to cut the appalling 
waste. Only by reinforcing the 
opposition in the Congress No- 
vember 8 can the American 
people end the havoc caused 
by virtual one-party rule in 
Washington.

Solid Mineral Severance Tax 
May Not Be Simple As Appears

TALLAHASSEE (AFN)— 
Levying a solid mineral sever- 
ance tax might not be as sim- 
ple as it appears on the sur- 

face. 

A tax expert and geological 
expert both agree that fill 
material—used extensively in 
this lake-dotted and salt wa- 
ter surround peninsula 
would necessarily fall within 
the category of solid minerals. 

The Florida Tax Revision 
Commission, charged by the 
law creating it with looking 
specifically into a phosphate 
severance tax possibility, ap- 
parently hasn't tangled with 
this eventuality yet, 

Nor, for that matter, has it 
solicited the official figures 
compiled by the state geolo- 
gists office on the worth of so- 
lid minerals other than fill 
material for the years 1964 
and 1965. 

Instead, it has relied pri- 
marily upon figures presented 
1o it on phosphate by the phos- 
phate industry itself. 

At present there are по 
compilations of what the worth 
of fill material in the state a- 
mounts to in a given time per- 
iod. 

The Internal Improvement 
Board, charged with giving ap- 
proval to fill applications, re- 
ports this figure has never 
been compiled by it. 

It also reports that there 
has been no request for such 
figures.

DACCA, East Pakistan 
(RNS) — И your toaster or 
your radio goes on the blink 
in this Asian capital, the place 
to have it fixed is St. Joseph's 
Technical’ School. When the 
new Atomic Energy Center at 
Dacca needs an air condition- 
ing technician, they sent a man 
to St. Joseph's for training. 

In this South Asian region, 
industrialization proceeds slow 
ly, in spite of governmental 
encouragement. A chief rea- 
son is lack of technicians. Stu- 
dents prefer to use technical 
training to gain white collar 
engineering jobs or teaching 
positions, 

St. Joseph's, which was esta- 
blished in 1954 by a Catho- 
lic order, the Congregation of 
the Holy Cross, emphasizes 
practical ‘experience. Brother 
Andrew, who started the 
school, explains: "Our first job 
was to cut into the prejudice 
Created by the caste system 


against working with the 
hands." Textbooks were pre- 
pared in/ Bengali because, 


*frankly/ most students here 
just don't understand English 
very well.” 

Recently the East Pakistan 
government invited Brother 
Andrew to join a committee 
which is preparing textbooks 
for practical technical schools 
the government plans to open. 

St. Joseph's has 62 students. 
lts eighteen instructors were 
all trained at the school, Grad- 
vates earn from 160 to 230 ru-

Kar- 
achi's YMCA Technical In- 
stitute began in 1961, but has 
already outgrown its original 
building. 

Students from these schools 
are helping to build an indus- 
trial basis for their country's 
economic future. Aware of the 
great need for such skilled 
Personnel, the government is 
cooperating with this effort of 
Pakistan's extremely small 
Christian community. In ad- 
dition to machine and repair 
skills, students learn drafting 
and electronics techniques.

VERO BEACH — A very 
definite change in attitude a- 
mong Republicants in this area 
of Florida has been” uncover- 
ей in recent weeks by one of 
the state's high ranking judges 
with a personal stake in the 
change. 

Sherman N. Smith, Jr., De- 
mocratic judge of the Fourth 
District Court of Appeals in 
Vero Beach made another dis- 
covery while touring the coun- 
ties of Brevard, Broward, In- 
diàn River, Martin, Okeecho- 
bee, Orange, Osceola, Palm 
Beach, St. Lucie and Seminole. 

Few people are familiar at 
all with the Appellate Court, 
Judge Smith said, including at- 
torneys.

А new and improved harves- 
ter will be a boon to sugar cane 
producers of the Glades area 
it is predicted by the manu- 
facturer. 

The current model $-4000 
one-line self-propelled “Blue 
Bird’ cane harvester manufac- 
tured by J. and L. Manufac- 
turing Co.. of South Bay will 
cut the cane in a fraction of 
the time hand cutters require. 
The harvester is powered by 
a Caterpiller diesel engine. 

Jim Beardsley cut 10 acres 
Monday with one of the har- 
vesters in an six-hour period. 
This replaced about 72 Jama- 
ican hand cutters. 

The S-4000 harvester is 
equipped with a pair of gath- 
ering arms that have moving 
chains. The arms pick up the 
cane laying over and makes it 
erect. The toppers then tops 
the cane automatically After 
topping, the cane is cut at the 
bottom with a circular blade, 
32 inches in diameter, equip- 
ped with 12 individual seg- 
ment blades. 

After cutting at stubble, the 
cane is conveyed through hyd- 
raulically operated chain dri- 
ven crossing arm. The arm is 
so designed that six rows of 
сш cane can be piled on one 
heap row. This is done so that 
the sugar cane can be loaded 
mechanically with either a J 
and L R1000 continuous load- 
er or an L3000 grab type 
loader. 

One of these type harvesters 
was first introduced to this 
area last year when the Su- 
gar Cane Growers Coop of 
Belle Glade purchased опе. 
There are now 10 harvesters 
in the area, with all of them 
being brought up to current 
specifications. 

Improvements in this year's 
model include 

—The gathering arms have 
been lowered to make picking 
up the down cane more effic- 
ient. 

—А new bottom blade has 
been designed to eliminate 
stubble damage 

—A double chain has been 
put on the crossing arm so 
that it can properly plow short 
and tall cane. 

—A sweeper chain has been 
added on the left side to move 
incumbent cane gently out of 
the way of the machine. 

—The wheelblade of the 
machine has been widened by 
12 inches to stablize the har- 
vester, improving the bottom 
blade cutting job. 

—All chain drives 
been improved to 
choking. 

In light tonnage cane, the 
machine will cut about one 
and a half acres per hour. The 
average time is said to be three- 
quarters of an acre per hour. 

Ron Haykins, Florida Di- 
vision manager for J. and 1. 
said that in Louisiana all cane 
is mechanically cut and none 
is cut by hand. This is madé 
possible because of better har- 
vesting conditions due to the 
fact that fields are better pre- 
pared for mechanical harvest- 
ing 

It is estimated that 275,000 
acres of cane is grown in 
Florida and all of this is grown 
within 25 miles of South Bay, 
according to Hawkins. This 
was the reason for locating 
the division plant at South 
Ba
